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1. Yalter Stein, Austrian economic expert for the Austrian Communist Party in 
Vienna, was studying in Austria at the time of the Anschluss. In 1939, he 
went to France where, in association with Franz \.arek and Frau Anna Gruen 
(alias Medame Blane), he formed a Communist organization called Front Nati- 
onal Autrichien. The nurpose of this sroup was to unite all Austrian Com- 
munists who had taken refuge in France and to keen in touch with internati- 
onal Cormunist agents. In 1945, at the end of the war, the Soviet General 
Sugloparov, sent Stein, Marek, and Frau Gruen by plane from Paris to Austria 
where they have become prominent in CP eircies. Stein, together with Dr. 
25X1A6a_ Theodor Prager and Dr. Jaxlvig Soswinskl, was responsible for the so-called 
omic nlan. Frau Gruen is in charee of welfare activities of the CP.

3. The newly constituted Central Comm'ttaea has created three commissions with the 


following assignments: The first commission will prepare a list of Austrian 
Government officials who are hostile toe the CP, including other active opponents 
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af the CP. Names will be listed according to districts, and the age, profes- 
sion, and economic status of the persons involved will be indicated, The re- 
port will aleo state which persons might be used by the CP under certain con- 
ditions, The second commission, which comprises only Moscoweselected membors, 
4g to be assigned to surveillance over all CP officials in high positions, to 
tadvyise" them and to direct thoir activities. Directives, which will be 
tranamitted periodically by the Gominform, will be carried out by this second 
Commission and adgpted to the situation in Austria. The third commission will 
extend Party membership arong the masses, 4 task which is considered of parti- 
cular importance, since, tn the future, the Party 1s expected to support itself 
financially without contimal subsidies from Moscow. ‘While formation of the 
second commission is complete, the first commission is still in the process of 
formation under the persona! supervision of members of the CP Central Committee.

: The following information on the financial organization of 
the CP 4s of marginal intorest bui serves to indicate the pattern of CP acti- 
vity.) Austrian CP section leadeis (Sektionsleiter) do not receive payments 
there are 170 sections in Vienna alone. On the district level, district 
leaders (Bazirksleiter) receive moithly salaries ranging from 450 to 790 achil- 
lings, depending on the size of thelr families. There are 21 district leaders 
in Vienna and 60 in all of Austria. Each district leader is permitted to em- 
ploy a secretary whose salary is pall by the Central Committee. At district 
headquarters, between 30 and 40 percent of the money realized through collec~ 
tion of membership fees ie retained tw pay expenses of the district headquarters, 
since these expenses are no longer met by the Central Committee. District or 
ganizations require about 100,000 schi'lings for nonthly operating expenses at 
the present scale. Since the sum which is realized throueh withholding part 
of the menbership fees does not amount to more than 80,000 schillings, a 
monthly deficit of 20,000 schillings mst be met by selling propaganda erial 
requesting additional donations from memisrs, and through other means. 
Comment: The arove figures for district yeadquarters expenses and income are 
probably based on the statement of an informant in some particular district, 
since it ig unlikely that these sums wuld be constant everywhere in Austria.) 
Menbers of the Central Committee receive vonthly salaries ranging from 2,000 
to 3,000 schillings, deyones ne on the importance of their positions. Special~ 
ists working for the Central Sormmittee reazive 1,200schillings per month. The
